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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendments filed 5/17/06, have been fully considered and reviewed 
by the examiner. The examiner notes that claim 1 has been amended, claim 6 has 
been canceled, currently claims 1-5 are pending in the application. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 
63020487 A ('487). 

Referring to claim 1, '487 discloses coating a mica particle with nickel using a 
solution containing palladium chloride and hydrochloric acid in an electroless solution 
(abstract). 

Referring to claim 3, the porosity of the coating film is not discussed in '487, 
however since the same substrate is being used and the same method is being followed 
one of ordinary skill would inherently expect the films to have the same porosity. 
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Therefore the films of '487 would inherently have 3D connected pores that allow ions or 
molecules to pass through. 

Referring to claims 4 and mica is composed of many materials including iron as 
well as aluminum oxides and silicates. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such thahhe subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over '487. 
Referring to claim 2, '487 is silent as to the concentration of the palladium 
chloride. Generally, differences in concentration or temperature will not support the 
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patentability of subject matter encompassed by the prior art unless there is evidence 
indicating such concentration or temperature is critical. "[W]here the general conditions 
of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to discover the optimum or 
workable ranges by routine experimentation." In re Aller, 220 F.2d 454, 456, 105 USPQ 
233, 235 (CCPA 1955).
